will it permit its own people, or the 
people of the entente nations, to be 
victimized by extortioners, so far as 
they may be found .within its jurisdic- 
tion. This, briefly, is the attitude and 
policy of the Washington government. 
There must be square dealing on al 
sides under tho private contract sys- 
tem, or the industries upon whose pro- 
duction the future of democracy ant 
the happiness of humanity are in a 
large measure dependent will be taken 
over by the government, and conduct- 
ed solely with a view to the public 
welfare at home and abroad.

United States has no vital interest or 
concern, in the conduct or outcome of 
the war, separate from those of its as- 
sociates in the struggle.
